One of the things that will always 
stand out in the memories of students as 
they reflea upon their high school year at 
RCHS during 1990-91 is that the Gulf 
War came and thankfully went quickly.lt 
wasn’t a huge war by historical standards 
or an atrocious war by American stand- 
ards in loss of lives, as had been the case 
in Vietnam, but it was a war. It caused 
many students to become global citizens. 
All at once the petty daily occurences at 
home seemed so insignificant when no 
one knew if there would be a tomorrow. 
There were endless questions and doubts? 
Would Saddam Hussein use nerve gas, or 
worse, start a nuclear attack? Would this 
become World War III? Would we have 




to see our high school friends off to war? 
Would there be another draft? 

The students also had different feelings 
about the role the United States was 
taking in the conflict. Some felt ada- 
mantly opposed to the conflia, viewing it 
only as a chance for the US to maintain 
control over Arabian oil reserves. At the 
same time, other students felt the need to 
support the government's decision to take 
part in the war or at least to support the 
war itself. 

Rensselaer as a community soon felt 
the impaa of the conflia. It wasn’t long 
before families bid farewell to sons and 
brothers as they headed off to the desert 
in preparation for war. Soon flags, ban- 
ners, and yellow ribbons could be seen 
throughout the town. Patriotism was the 
watchword. 

In Janurary, as tensions mounted in 
The Gulf, so did feelings in the com- 
munity. A few students from the college 
and from the high school held a small 
demonstration for peace on the court- 
house lawn. Some misinformed public 
appeared thinking it was a vigil for the 
troops. Things worked out well as the 
group lit candles and prayed both for 
peace and for the safety of the troops. 

On Janurary 15, the war began. Op- 
eration Desert Shield became Operation 



Desert Storm. An American public alive 
with fearful anticipation waited by tel- 
evisions and watched as missies lit up the 
Saudi and Iraqi skies. They listened as 
reporters described the sights. Everyone 
wondered what would happen next. It 
soon became obvious that the United 
States would be viaorious. The suppos- 
edly impenetrable Iraqi Guard began sur- 
rendering by the thousands to the Amer- 
ican troops, and even a CBS news aew. 
Near the end of February, Kuwait City 
was liberated. 

There was rejoicing throughout the 
land. The President assured the American 
citizens that the war in The Gulf was 
over. The troops came home in what 
seemed an eternity. Fortunately, Rens- 
selaer saw no casualties to any of its men 
or women stationed in the Arabian Re- 
gion. 

Although the war is over now, the 
conflia still remains. There are still men 
and women stationed in the region to 
prevent further attack. We hope peace is 
soon acheived in the Persian Gulf and in 
other parts of the world. And someday we 
hope to see the end of war as a means of 
obtaining peace. Until then, our prayers 
continue.

For three years the class ot lyyi thought about and an- 
ticipated their senior year.

RCHS offered four 
years of different foreign language classes: French, 
Latin, and Spanish.

History 

Rensselaer Central High’s history department 
has “made history in various ways.”
